WASHINGTON. Sept. 4 —In case 
you have heard th at there tire to be 
somewhat fewer turkeys this year 
than last, don't be alarm ed that you 
are going to miss out on that sec­ 
ond drum stick at Thanksgiving time 
or at some special dinner afterw ard.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(INS*

up plans for a campaign against 
the critical shortage oi m a n p o w r 
An informal conference to prc 
pare suggestions for submission to 
Chief of Staff Eisenhower was held 
by representatives oi G-3. p!am and 
training; G -l, personnel mid adm in­ 
istration. and the war depurtmen 
manpower board. 
At the meeting the e.-timattd re­

inental United States were studied 
and revised. A G-3 representative 
said he believed th at the estimates 
submitted could be cut down some­ 
what. despite the tact they were 
supposed to represent a bare m ini­ 
mum. 
Army C ivilian Cut 
Chief cause of the shortage is the 
budget bureau order ol last week 
that arm y civilian personnel must 
be cut from 572,579 to 519,500 by 
October 1. But there are additional 
»causes 
affecting 
uniformed 
per­ 
sonnel, one oi which is the ne t 
term inal leave bill. 
Under the bill commanding offi­ 
cers are forced to give enlisted men 
30 days leave a year, which cuts 
their effective time. In addition, the 
18-month dra11.period cuts effective­ 
ness because much of the 18-months 
is taken up by transportation and 
training. 
Plans to be considered 
include 
curtailm ent of activities and m ain­ 
tenance. a certainty, with the ques­ 
tion being what activities and m ain­ 
tenance can best be abandoned. Re­ 
placement of discharged civilians bv 
uniformed 
personnel 
is 
another 
possibility. 
Problems Faced 
But a G-3 representative pointed 
out that 
the great 
part ol uni­ 
formed personnel is overseas, and 
those in the United States were 
either in training or already per­ 
forming essential jobs. 
An unpopular step would be a 
request for more men in the aim> 
This is unlikely as the army is 
committed to a force oi one million 
70 thousand by July l next year, 
and budget allocations will not al­ 
low any considerable increase. 
This move also would call tor an 
increase in the dralt. which would 
meet strong opposition on a p i o i 
hill and in a large segment of the 
population. Already the a ran 
has 
asked for 25,000 men this month, 
and 
probably will ask the same 
num ber next m onth. Present p la n s . 
{•all for 185.000 selective service in­ 
ductions before next March 31.
